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Council Revises Animal Regulations 
Comments on Middle School Plans 


The Greenbelt City Council 
approved revisions to the city’s 
animal control ordinance without 
additional restrictions on tethering 
and confinement of pets at its 
regular meeting on April 22. 
Council’s full agenda also in- 
cluded a discussion of plans to 
renovate Greenbelt Middle 
School, the award of a contract 
for a marketing study of 
Roosevelt Center, the transfer of 
a management contract for Green 
Ridge House, and an ordinance 
to amend the city code on em- 
ployee appeals and grievances. 

The first item on the agenda 
was a public hearing on the fis- 
cal year 2003 budget, but since 
there were no comments, Mayor 
Judith Davis adjourned the hear- 
ing and reconvened the regular 
meeting. The budget is set to be 
adopted on Monday, June 3. An- 
other public hearing will be held 
on May 28 after the council 
makes its tentative decisions to 
change the budget proposed by 
the city manager and staff. 

Animal Control 

The animal control ordinance 
was introduced for a second 
reading and adoption. After a re- 
view of regulations of other 
agencies and model ordinances 
available through the national

Humane Society, at council’s di- 
rection staff proposed broad revi- 
sions, adding definitions and dis- 
tinguishing nuisance violations 
from issues of cruelty and dan- 
gerous animals. While other fines 
were aligned with other infrac- 
tions of the city code, fines for 
violations involving cruelty or 
dangerous animals are a mini- 
mum of $500 each. 

Council agreed to drop “Fowl” 
from “Animals and Fowl,” the 
title of Chapter 3 of the city 
code, since a fowl is an animal. 

Celia Craze, director of plan- 
ning and community develop- 
ment, responded to questions 
raised at the April 8 meeting 
about whether limits should be 
set on tethering animals. After re- 
view, Craze told the council that 
staff had concluded that setting 
limits would not be advisable at 
this time, and would be difficult 
to enforce. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts, who raised the issue at the 
first reading of the ordinance, 
said he did not want to abolish 
tethering, but to set “reasonable 
limits” on it. 

“We need to ensure that ani- 
mals will be kept in humane cir- 
cumstances, and will be less of a 
problem,” he said. Expressing ap- 


preciation for the work of the 
animal control officer, he added, 
“We’re doing better than the 
county in finding homes for ani- 
mals. Maybe it’s time to do 
something more in Greenbelt on 
tethering.” 

In response, Craze noted that 
“tethering is an issue in evolu- 
tion.” She cited the example of 
Rockville, which has an ordi- 
nance that “discourages” tethering 
but does not prohibit it. 

“The issue is not just tether- 
ing, it’s confinement, regardless 
of the mode of confinement,’ she 
said. “But what is the standard 
objective period of time? That’s 
the problem.” She offered to 
come back to the council in six 
months to a year with more in- 
formation on the local situation. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
asked if Craze’s department and 
the animal control officer could 
write guidelines discouraging 
tethering. 

“Absolutely,” she said. 

Davis proposed adding an 
educational component, perhaps a 
brochure that could be distributed 
about the dangers of prolonged 
confinement. 

Council voted 4-1 to pass the

Council Members Laud CARES 


It has been “a year of ac- 
complishments,” reported Carol 
Leventhal, director of Greenbelt 
CARES Youth and Family Ser- 
vices Bureau, when she met with 
city council on April 15 to dis- 
cuss CARES’ budget for FY 
2003. Leventhal highlighted the 
parenting program at Springhill 
Lake Elementary School and 
went on to say that she’s hoping 
another $10,000 grant will be re- 
ceived from Prince George’s 
County’s Health Department to 
“continue the process.” She fur- 
ther noted that the Crisis Inter- 
vention Counselors have been 
“very busy” in their work with 
the Police Department. In FY 
2001 there were 355 requests for 
service involving crisis interven- 
tion staff. “I’ve never heard any-

thing but praise for the work that 
you do,” declared Councilmem- 
ber Alan Turnbull. 

As to other funding for the 
bureau, Leventhal noted that 
CARES has not received an in- 
crease from the state since 1994. 
Prince George’s County has some 
money available through a Con- 
solidated Youth Grant that could 
provide funds for extending ser- 
vices outside of Greenbelt. 
Leventhal commented that receiv- 
ing some of that money “could 
be quite manageable” depending 
on the number of people to be 
served. 

Councilmember Thomas White 
stated that the Prince George’s 
delegation would be providing a 
report to the city in May and 
suggested that council “sit down” 
with them to discuss the viability 
of pursuing some of those funds. 
If she had her “druthers,” 
Leventhal said, she would choose 
to put it toward the parenting 
program and the ACE Reading 
Club. When asked what could be 
done if more staff were available, 
Leventhal replied that it would 
enable CARES to provide in- 
house services for the parenting 
program. 

She also mentioned that the 
department needs four computers. 
City Manager Michael McLaugh- 
lin responded that funds for com- 
puters could possibly come out of 


‘Other Funds’ in the city budget, 
and CARES could be “first, sec- 
ond, third in line.” 

One of the management objec- 
tives stated in the Proposed Bud- 
get for Fiscal Year 2003 is “to 
expand CARES expertise to pri- 
vate schools and child care cen- 
ters located in Greenbelt 
[through] Invest in Greenbelt 
Youth.” White addressed the re- 
lated issue of homeschooling and 
spoke of referring it to CARES 
staff to discuss with the Advisory 
Committee on Education. White 
further stated that he “echoed” 
Turnbull’s comments regarding 
CARES, saying it’s “a service 
that we would not do without. It 
provides a safety valve for the 
community.” 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts, serving as Mayor pro tem in 
Judith Davis’ absence, praised 
CARES: “You’re doing such a 
good job of doing so much with 
such a small budget,” he ob- 
served. 

Other Funds 

Concerning other areas of the 
FY 2003 budget, McLaughlin ad- 
vised council that “We don’t 
know about the final year of the 
grant” for the curator at the 
Greenbelt Museum. Roberts noted 
that volunteers performed 5,000 
hours at the museum and com-

Bt Needed to Fight 
Gypsy Moth Menace 


In response to the letters re- 
garding Bt spraying: 

Greenbelt currently has sec- 
tions of woodlands with severe 
gypsy moth infestation levels. If 
no spraying with Bt is done this 
spring, we could well lose the 
mature oaks in these areas. The 
oak trees in these areas sustained 
severe defoliation last year. This 
year, with the large number of 
egg masses that are present, they 
will undoubtably again suffer se- 
vere defoliation. This will send 
the trees into decline and make 
them susceptible to infection

from lethal plant pathogens. 

Not only do we stand to lose 
the mature oaks, but the gypsy 
moths pose a quality of life issue 
and financial issue as well. Let 
me paint you a picture of my 
backyard and that of my neigh- 
bors. 

Once the caterpillars hatch, a 
steady rain of caterpillar excre- 
ment and shredded leaves begins. 
Last year we had over a 3 inch 
layer of caterpillar excrement and 
shredded leaves coating every- 
thing under the trees. Thick 
enough to plug up the gutters, so 
when the rains came water was 
forced into the house, doing dam- 
age. The back yard was 
unuseable, one could not hang 
out laundry without it being 
fouled. One could not sit in the 
yard without being sprinkled with 
droppings and falling caterpillars. 
Mature caterpillars can reach an 
inch and a half — they march ev- 
erywhere. One cannot sit or 
walk without crushing them. 
gypsy moth larvae can take up to 
7 weeks to mature. Seven weeks 
of excrement rain and shredded 
leaves. 

Of the oaks, a few that suf- 
fered defoliation last spring are 
already in decline and will need 
to be removed when they die, 
for they are close enough to the 
house that they constitute a fall- 
ing damage hazard. Removal of 
trees 1s expensive. 

In short, I live directly in the 
area that would be sprayed with 
Bt. I happily advocate that they 
spray. The gypsy moth popula- 
tion NEEDS to be brought under 
control or severe damage to our 
woodlands will result. The imag- 
ined risks posed by inert/inactive 
ingredients in Bt formulations is 
no reason to let this invasive in- 
sect destroy our mature forests 
and the quality of life for those 
that live on the woodland bor- 
ders. Bt formulations are tested 
by the EPA for safety (inert in- 
gredients and all), and are catego- 
rized as one of the safest control 
methods. Bt is used by organic

Man Beaten, Robbed 
In 16 Court Ridge 


A male resident walking his 
older dog in the 16 court of 
Ridge Road was attacked and 
beaten by an unknown assailant 
on Sunday evening, April 21, at 
about 7 p.m.

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COUNCIL continued from page 1 


ordinance, with Roberts voting 

against because he felt the ordi- 

nance lacked needed regulation 

on tethering and confinement. 
Middle School 

Councilmembers reviewed four 
schematic plans for renovation 
developed by the Prince George’s 
County school system as part of 
a feasibility study, and heard a 
fifth option offered by the Advi- 
sory Committee on Education 
(ACE). Leta Mach, chair of 
ACE, proposed construction of a 
new building and renovation of 
the 1937 and 1945 portions of 
the existing school, which would 
be connected to the new school 
and used for administrative and 
related activities. 

“Our goals are having more 
Space, an up-to-date facility, and 
getting it built quickly with mini- 
mal disruption to students,” said 
Mach. ACE is concerned that the 
county projects a population of 
only 882 students for Greenbelt 
Middle School, and has cited the 
case of Springhill Lake Elemen- 
tary, which was recently reno- 
vated and is still overcrowded. 

“Given the history of over- 
crowding, we felt that the projec- 
tion was too low,” said Mach. 

Included in the county’s pro- 
posal were Scheme A, which 
renovates the existing building; 
Scheme B, which demolishes 
25% of the building, replaces this 
portion with new construction, 
and renovates the remainder; 
Scheme C, which tears down 
about two-thirds of the building, 
replaces that portion, and reno- 
vates the rest; and Scheme D, 
which builds an entirely new 
building between the existing 
school and Breezewood Drive. 

All four schemes would result 
in less space that the school cur- 
rently has—134,421 square feet. 

The county’s preference ap- 
pears to be building an entirely 
new school, but that does not 


meet the state’s preservation re- 
quirements. The ACE plan would 
add to Scheme D the renovation 
of the historic portions of the 
school, and connect the old and 
new buildings. 

The final plan needs to “do a 
better job of wrapping the new 
around the old” building, said 
White. Roberts addressed the 
need to preserve existing wood- 
land areas, and suggested that the 
council schedule a field trip to 
the school before making a final 
decision. 

Building a two-story school 
would expand the school’s space 
while preserving woodlands, said 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull, 
adding a single-story building 
would be “a big mistake.” 

“We should be calling for a 
Space-intensive two-story build- 
ing,’ which would “spare trees, 
energy, and space for ballfields.” 
To minimize parking space 
sprawl, he said planners need to 
think “out of the box” and utilize 
the bus depot lot if possible. 

Council voted to send a letter, 
with the ACE proposal attached, 
to the county’s school system in- 
forming it of the city’s goals and 
preferences for a two-story build- 
ing, preservation of woodlands, 
and of the planned site visit. 

Roosevelt Center 

Council awarded a contract to 
Urban Information Associates 
(UIA) of Baltimore to conduct a 
market study of Roosevelt Center, 
to determine how it can maintain 
and enhance its economic vitality. 
The contract will be paid by a 
$25,000 grant provided as part of 
a $1.3 million federal allocation 
for the revitalization of the Route 
1 corridor and the Anacostia 
Trails area. 

The market study will involve 
interviews with merchants, shop- 
pers’ surveys, demographic re- 
search, and community meetings. 
Special attention will be given to

the Old Greenbelt Theatre, but 
the market survey will encompass 
the entire commercial area of 
Roosevelt Center. 
Appeals and Grievances 

Council considered an ordi- 
nance that would provide proce- 
dures for employee appeals and 
grievances for second reading and 
adoption. The Employee Rela- 
tions Board submitted the pro- 
posed revision, which defines the 
differences between an appeal 
and a grievance, and clarifies that 
appeals are limited to dismissal, 
Suspension, and demotion. The 
revision also provides a more de- 
tailed grievance procedure, in- 


cluding a statute of limitations — 


and a clear endpoint. 

Council voted 4-1 to pass the 
ordinance. Councilmember Ed- 
ward Putens voted against. At a 
previous discussion on this issue, 
he said he believed the proce- 
dures for appeals and grievances 
should be handled the same way 
in terms of whether the employee 
has a last recourse to council. 

Other Action 

Council unanimously approved 
staff’s recommendation to transfer 
the management contract for 
Green Ridge House from Home 
Properties to Community Realty 
Company (CRC) of Greenbelt, 
effective July 1. CRC managed 
Green Ridge House for most of 
its history until 1999, when 
Home Properties bought the 
property management operations 
of CRC. Now Home Properties is 
divesting and CRC has decided to 
resume its residential manage- 
ment business. 

In other action, Davis received 
a $500 check from Julia 
Eichhorst of the Greenbelt Home 
and Garden Club, to support the 
city’s restoration of the historic 
garden at the Greenbelt Museum. 

The mayor also read two proc- 
lamations. On Friday, May 3, the 
city will celebrate Bike-to-Work 
Day. Several rides are scheduled. 

Also, a city proclamation hon-

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Two Greenbelters Apply 


For School Board Seats

An appointed school board is 
expected to be in place in Prince 
George’s County in June. The 
board members will be appointed 
by Governor Parris Glendening 
and County Executive Wayne 
Curry. Residents of the county 
have until the end of April to ap- 
ply for appointment to the new 
board. Leta Mach, chair of the 
Greenbelt Advisory Committee 
on Education (ACE) and Eva 
Griffin, an ACE member, have 
both indicated that they will be 
applying for positions. 

Nine members will be ap- 
pointed, with emphasis on various 
types of expertise including that 
involved in managing a business, 
non-profit or government entity. 
Other members will be selected 
based on a high level of knowl- 
edge and expertise concerning 
education. At least one member 
will be a parent of a student en- 
rolled in a Prince George’s 
County school and at least one 
member must possess knowledge 
and experience in the education 
of children with disabilities. This 
latter member could be a parent 
of a child with a disability. In 
addition, there will continue to be 
a student member on the board. 

Two Applicants 

Leta Mach, ACE Chair since 
its inception, has indicated that 
she is applying for a position on 
the new board. Mach is director 
of education for the National Co- 
operative Business Association. 
She taught at Suitland High 
School and was PTA president at 
both Greenbelt Elementary 
School and Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School. She is also on the 
board of directors of the 
Greenbelt Museum. Mach was 
Greenbelt’s Outstanding Citizen 
in 2000. 


Eva Griffin, who is also apply- 
ing for a board position, is a rela- 
tively new Greenbelt resident 
who is a member of the Advisory 
Committee on Education. Griffin 
is Director of Teacher Education 
for the American Association of 
State Colleges and Universities. 
She has a doctorate in education 
from George Washington Univer- 
sity and was in charge of reading 
and developmental education at 
the Community College of Balti- 
more County, Dundalk Campus. 
Griffin has also been a consultant 
in professional development with 
the Baltimore city schools and is 
both a reading specialist and an 
English teacher. 

Advisory Board 

The new legislation also pro- 
vides for the establishment of a 
parent and community advisory 
board to the new school board. 
This advisory board will consist 
of 13 members appointed from 
lists of applicants submitted by 
organizations within the county, 
including the PTAs, the Commit- 
tee of 100, Title I liaisons, and 
other parent and community 
groups. This advisory board will 
be appointed by the Chief Execu- 
tive Officer, once appointed, with 
the approval of the board.

mented “that is what really makes 
the museum work.” 

White addressed the issue of 
expanding the hours for the mu- 
seum. McLaughlin responded that 
staff is considering the possibility 
of using a small part of the the- 
ater lobby for a kiosk and staff 
person as part of a proposed 
Greenbelt Visitor’s Center.

trees.” He added that there is an 
unofficial waiting list which could 
be used if, for example, a plot 
owner chose to sell back to the 
city, or to “another person” such 
as a Greenbelt resident or some- 
one with a “family connection.”
